M arc Quinn’s outfit is more 
apocalypse than artist: 
white boiler suit, gas 
mask, black steel-capped boots. You 
could go to war in this get-up, 
diffuse a bomb. Instead, Quinn is in 
his studio making paintings of a 
sunrise (with toxic spray-paint, 
hence the garb). A sunrise - that 
great cliche of holiday photography, 
the shortcut to beauty. But Quinn’s 
version, in the form it will take at 
the White Cube gallery in 
Bermondsey this summer, is not 
your typical sunrise. 

The original photograph, taken 
by Quinn on a Caribbean beach one 
morning, has been printed onto 
a canvas, painted over, sanded 
down, layered with chains and 
ropes and painted again, taken 
outside and laid on a grimy London 
street and painted yet again, then 
fixed to aluminium and stamped on 
so it is bent out of shape. The final 
work looks like something you 
might find in a skip - scrap metal 
from a smashed-up car. ‘Wreckage,’ 
says Quinn, proudly. 

Quinn has always enjoyed this terrain, the strange interplay 
between the natural and artificial. The work that made him famous. 
Self was a sculpture of his head made from his own blood, shown 
in the ‘Sensation’ exhibition in 1997. It announced Quinn as a leading 
member of the Young British Artists and assured his future success. 
Since then he’s made psychedelic paintings of flowers, marble 
statues of transsexuals and sculpted supermodels (Kate Moss in 
a reveal-absolutely-all yoga pose). Now, he’s turned his attention 
to landscapes. 

Nature used to feature in painting as something pure, untouched. 
But pastoral bliss might seem absurd today: we’ve meddled too 
much with our planet, trodden over every square inch. ‘There’s

The trailhlazing Marc Quinn is back, bolder

always a plane in the top left-hand 
corner,’ says Quinn. His paintings 
start with a view that shows nature 
at its most idealised and desirable: 
the sun climbing in a blue sky 
over the sea. And then he destroys 
that view, infuses it with the dirt 
and grime of a London street, 
leaves his very human mark. 

The White Cube show will also 
include sculptures Quinn has made 
of shell fragments he’s found on 
beaches. Not whole, perfect shells, 
but smoothed lumps, worn down 
by waves. He’s magnified them and 
had them cast in stainless steel. 
The results are vast and creature- 
like - a sleeping rhinoceros, a giant 
slug. Their textures are sensual - 
one side rough, like ancient skin, 
the other smooth so it appears liquid, reflecting and alive in the light. 
‘You almost want to jump in, don’t you,’ he says. 

There’s no overt lesson here, no environmental campaign - 
though Quinn admits that climate change concerns him more now 
he’s older and has children (two, with the writer Georgia Byng). But 
more than anything, he’s intrigued by what we’ve done as a species. 
‘Damage,’ as he puts it. Damage that creates a beauty of its own. ‘If 
you were standing on a beach,’ he says, ‘and a nuclear explosion 
happened, there’d be that beautiful moment in 
the cloud and you’d be torn between, “Isn’t that 
amazing!” and, “Help, we’re about to die”.’

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T t’s 10 days before Sophie Hunter is due to give 
birth, but she arrives at a private club in Soho 
looking fresh, elegant and relaxed. The theatre 
director exudes poise and confidence, which is lucky, 
since she is now a red-carpet fixture on the arm of 
Benedict Cumberbatch, who she wed in February. At 
awards ceremonies and premieres she favours Erdem, 
but she married in a 12th-century church on the Isle of 
Wight in an exquisite soft grey cloud of Valentino lace. 

The marriage was a classy affair, but then Hunter 
is an extremely classy woman. A product of St Paul’s 
Girls’ School and Oxford University, she also studied 
drama at the Jacques Lecoq theatre school in Paris, 
which gives her patrician cool an inter- 
national edge. It was there, she says, that 
she first realised she wanted to direct 
rather than act. ‘To direct, you have to 
lead and that’s the challenge,’ she says. 

‘You’re leading a gang, a family. In Paris, 
the directing bug got me, and the minute 
I realised I had the ability to inspire other 
people, I could never let it go.’ 

Her next project is a Benjamin Britten 
cantata about Phaedra at this year’s 

Beckett Festival in Enniskillen, the doomed second wife ofTheseus, 
which will be sung by the talented mezzo-soprano Ruby Philogene. 
The piece may be only 16 minutes long, but Hunter is intent on 
shocking and delighting the audience. For her, it’s not enough for a 
character to, as she puts it, ‘park and bark’. ‘I find opera quite staid. I 
think we should be approaching librettos and directing opera in the 
same way as we approach theatre. I don’t want people to just shut 
their eyes and listen to the music.’ As a result, she spends as much 
time and thought on the costume, the set and the way the production 
will evolve as she does on the music itself In her mind, Racine 
connects to Beckett who links to Britten. The cantata will be 
performed in an equestrian centre in a ruined castle on an island, 
which echoes the ruin of the house of Minos, Phaedra’s father, and 
a connection to horses with Hippolytus (her stepson, with whom 
she is infatuated) through his mother, the Amazon queen Hippoly ta. 

In Hunter’s world, literature and music, art, lighting, film and 
opera all come together in a glorious creative swirl. And now she’s 
introducing a tiny baby into this imaginative maelstrom. ‘Yes, with 
a whole team,’ she says, smiling. ‘I’ve been working with a company

in New York called Phantom Limb and saw them bring up a child in 
rehearsals, and it’s just the most wonderful place. You’re surrounded 
by people, amazing music, art, images, attention. And the child of 
actors and directors has to be peripatetic - with some bases, I hope.’ 

But there is one person she’s not aiming to collaborate with 
professionally any time soon: her husband. ‘I’ve never directed 
Benedict, though we did work together as actors. But I think we’ll 
just keep with the marriage for now. And the family.’

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T ’m watching a scene from my own 
life play out in a Long Island 
kitchen: a mother and daughter 
locking horns, their long-past grievances 
unearthed and replayed like a Greatest 
Fights of the Eighties cassette. But this 
isn’t my life. Today, I’m neither the mother 
nor the daughter. I’m the screenwriter. 

And instead of participating in the fight. 

I’m helping choreograph it. 

I’m on the set of the film Ricki and the 
Flash. Meryl Streep and her real-life 
daughter Mamie Gummer are playing 
the central characters, a mother and 
child in crisis. Jonathan Demme is 
directing the pair as they circle the 
kitchen island like agitated cats. Kevin 
Kline, the level-headed patriarch, pleads 
for a ceasefire. As for me. I’m sitting a 
few feet away in what might as well be 
a different universe. My folding chair is 
surrounded by a tangle of electrical 
wires, a marked-up script is in my lap, 
and you’d better believe my phone is 
turned off 

To call this moment ‘surreal’ would 
be an understatement. 

When I wrote this script 
a year ago, I hoped that 
it would be brought to 
life on a set. But I never 
imagined that Ricki 
would be incarnated by 
Meryl or that Mamie, an 
estimable actress in her 
own right, would agree 

to take on what has surely been the most 
emotionally fraught role of her career. Acting is a 
stressful process even when one wasn’t formed in 
the uterus of one’s scene partner; I can only imagine 
what this experience has been like for her. And 
likewise, Ms Streep, who has somehow managed 
to temper maternal instincts in the service of her 
craft. As a mother (and a daughter) myself, I know 
I’m witnessing one hell of a balancing act. 

The conflict between Ricki and her daughter, 
Julie, is based entirely on the fact that Ricki 
eschewed traditional motherhood by singing in a 
rock band. Obviously, Meryl Streep is not Ricki, 
and neither am I. But we are both women who 
chose to pursue full-time artistic careers while 
raising kids. I wrote this script because I often 
wonder how my three sons will regard my

decision. Will they res- 
pect that I was a 
successful writer, that 
I provided well for them.? Or will they resent me for 
the hours I spent pecking away at a laptop when 
I could have been baking brownies for the school 
fair.?

She 
said no, probably not. 

Back to the action on set: Julie is complaining 
that her mother never prepared a decent meal for 
her. Ricki has no available riposte. As I watch it 
play out on the monitor. I’m hoping that this whole 
exchange is just a figment of my imagination and 
not a message from the future. And yet, watching 
mother and daughter work in tandem fills my heart 
with hope: maybe there is a place for artistry within 
a family. By all appearances, Meryl Streep has pulled 
it off - but then, what can’t the woman do.?

Both of these books will 
send shivers up your spine. 

There are a few straight-up 
crime novels and thrillers that 
jump out at me. Get some retro 
action with Lionel Davidson’s 
Siberia-set Kolymsky Heights 
(Faber & Faber), first published in 1994 
and just reissued (Philip Pullman claims 
on the cover that it’s ‘the best thriller I’ve 
ever read’). Or head to Cape Town with 
Paul Mendelson’s The Serpentine Road 
(Constable), the second outing for his 
compelling detective Vaughn de Vries. 
Or, as you drive along some coastal 
highway, or lie back on your sunlounger, 
how about an audiobook.? The latest 
stand-alone thriller from Norway’s great 
Jo Nesbo, Blood on Snow, is now available from Audible, 
and is read by Patti Smith no less. How cool is that.? 

I spent an engrossing few weeks driving through the 
United States last year listening to Bryan Cranston 
reading Tim O’Brien’s Vietnam War classic The Things 
They Carried', this summer. I’m looking forward to 
Audible’s four-part series of John Updike’s Harry ‘Rabbit’

X can remember the exact moment when I realised how 
much of fashion was being viewed through the frame of 
smartphones: at the Louis Vuitton A/W 15 show, 
where I happened to be sitting next to Kim Kardashian 
and Kanye West. It seemed as if 
everyone there wanted a picture 
of themselves with Kim and 
Kanye, or at the very least, to 
document the couple’s presence 
on the front row that morning. 

And so it was that even before 
the 13 -minute show ended, my 
two sons had texted to say they’d 
already seen me on Instagram 
(‘Ha ha,’ said the younger one, in a 
brief yet appropriate response.) 

Meanwhile, I’d decided not to 
bother Kim and Kanye by asking 
for a selfie - instead, we had a per- 
fectly nice chat about the inspiring 
architecture of the Vuitton Foun- 
dation - but by the time we 
emerged from there, the internet 
was awash with images of the 
couple, with me perched incon- 
gruously beside them. 

As for the Vuitton collection 
itself. I’d watched it unfold before 
me in a dizzying number of dif- 
ferent ways: through the lens of 
my own phone (I was trying to get 
images and film for the Bazaar 
Instagram account), and via the 
multiple video screens that were stacked on scaffolding towers 
around the audience, which revealed various angles of the show as 
it took place. I was also trying to actually look at the collection - by 
which I mean properly, through my own eyes - and take note of the 
precise, three-dimensional details of the sheepskin coats, metallic 
ribbed knits, and the see-through bags (needless to say, all equipped 
with customised storage space for phones and chargers). 

What does it mean for fashion, this endless mirroring and instant 
replication of imagery.? Is it a sign of democratisation, whereby a 
global audience can share - and therefore help shape - the rapidly 
accelerating trends that speed through social media.? Or is it a giant 


vortex that destroys real creativity, in pursuit of digital mass con- 
sumption .? I tend towards the former, more optimistic view; although 
I also understand why some designers choose to emphasise the real 
craft of their work, rather than its manifestation in a virtual space. ‘I 
never had that attraction to the digital world,’ said Raf Simons, when 
I interviewed him after a Dior couture show last year. ‘It very often 
doesn’t allow people to have a good view on what it is we are actually 
doing. Specifically on couture - 1 think, “How the hell can you really 
know what it is about when you were not at that show.?”’ Compare 
and contrast with Olivier Rousteing, whose devotion to social media 
is integral to his role as creative director of Balmain: the very first 
thing he does when he wakes up in the morning is to check Instagram. 
‘this is my reality!’ announces Rousteing’s Instagram profile, 

where his 1.1 million followers 
are treated to constant updates of 
jaunts with the Kardashians and 
other famous friends. (Such was 
his panic when his social feed 
was interrupted earlier this year 
that he joked to Bazaar that he 
needed ‘Insta-rehab’.) 

So why are the most powerful 
new technology brands increas- 
ingly seeking to establish a 
presence in print publications.? It’s 
as if the physicality of a magazine 
gives permanence to their prod- 
ucts, in a way that the digital 
world cannot. Thus, in an era of 
endless Instagram images, paper 
and print is becoming an ever 
more desirable luxury to be cher- 
ished. (Which might also explain 
the rise of vinyl records and hard- 
back books, as a counterbalance 
to music downloads and Kindles). 
As it happens. I’ve been writing 
this piece on a day when I have no 
internet connection - no Insta- 
gram updates, no Twitter chatter, 
no mobile alerts, no distraction. 
It feels weird, but not unwelcome; 
and a reminder that refiection should be a quiet moment of contem- 
plation, rather than a selfie. . . 

Now, where did I put my damn phone.?

. or Abraham Lincoln, happiness was merely a question 
of deciding to be so; for Balzac, happiness depended on ‘courage and work’. 

On the other hand, Edith Wharton, a writer close to my heart, declared: 

‘There’s only one way of being comfortable, and that is to stop 
running round after happiness. If you make up your mind not to be 
happy there’s no reason why you shouldn’t have a fairly good time.’ 

For many years, I was of the Wharton camp. Not only did I not 
try to be happy, I prided myself on being genetically mournful, 
always looking on the dark side and especially tormented when 
everything was going swimmingly, in case it ceased to do so. About 
half of a person’s happiness level is genetically determined, they say. 

My father has a similarly downbeat approach, and my Russian 
grandmother was even worse. She couldn’t be told, for instance, if 
you planned a holiday, because she would immediately begin 
mourning your death in the inevitable plane crash. 

I was aided in my own pessimistic approach by my naturally 
sombre cast of features. ‘What’s wrong.?’ friends ask in alarm, when 
I’m merely thinking about the evening’s menu. (My first flirtation 
with Botox was also my last, because I found it so terribly discon- 
certing not to be able to frown when concentrating.) Consequently, 
it’s not unknown for complete strangers to come up to me in the 
street and tell me to cheer up, because it might never happen. 

These well-meaning interventions are all the more infuriating 
for the fact that they are undoubtedly correct. It might never happen, 
and so far, indeed, it has not. 

By most people’s standards, my life is entirely enviable. I’m 
married to a nice, clever man and we have two healthy children. 

I also have enough money, a lovely home, lots of friends and a crea- 
tive, interesting job. There is nothing fundamental in my own life 
that I wish could be different, and when I imagine winning the 


lottery, I can’t really think of anything else I want. By all rights, I 
ought to be floating about in a daze of permanent bliss. Instead, I find 
myself frequently losing my temper with the children, nagging 
my husband, brooding over exchanges with my friends and lying 
sleepless with anxiety over my work. This general low-level of 
discontent has become something of a worry in itself For if I can’t 
feel content when everything in my life is about as good as it could 
be, then how on earth will I cope when something does go wrong.? 

What’s more, my own happiness levels are crucial to those of the 
rest of my family. ‘Happy wife, happy life’ is one relationship trope that 
seems actually to hold true, according to a study published last year. 
It makes sense: when I’m happy, I spend more time with the children, 
organise fun outings, cook interesting meals and make more effort 
romantically, as well as being nicer to friends and more generous to 
strangers. When I am miserable and snappish, everyone suffers. 
So pursuing personal happiness might actually be an altruistic act. 

With this in mind, I set out on a quest, to discover what it would 
actually take to make me happy. Maybe I couldn’t control my inher- 
ited levels of contentment, but I could certainly make an effort to 
influence the rest. For six months, I read up on the latest research and 
followed up the suggestions of the happiness gurus. 

On the basis that altruism makes you happier, and that dog owner- 
ship raises oxytocin levels and self-esteem, I impulsively adopted a 
retired racing greyhound after an entire lifetime thinking of myself 
as a cat person. Maggie duly arrived and proceeded, initially, to 
make me rather unhappy, by getting muddy paw prints on all the 
soft furnishings and bringing bin-bags in from the garden to shred 
on the sofa. All the same, I found her unfeigned joy at the sight of 
me unquestionably mood-boosting - as were the new dog-walking 
friends I made in the neighbourhood. 

Then, after reading a book called The Life-Changing Magic of 
Tidying, I decided to clear the clutter from my house. I am naturally 
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indecisive and a hoarder by nature (my husband is even worse - you 
can barely see the surface of his enormous desk for tottering heaps 
of books, coffee cups, piles of unopened post and the odd stuffed 
guillemot) . What I found so revolutionary about the author’s method 
is that, instead of deciding what to chuck out, you are asked to decide 
what to keep. Only the items in your wardrobe, bookshelves or 
kitchen cabinets that spark positive joy are allowed to stay. 
Consequently, in a single week, I re-homed eight bin-bags of 
unwanted books and lugged an equivalent number of clothes to the 
charity shop, not to mention a coffee pot that had always irritated 
me. My previously overflowing drawers were now beautifully 
organised, the contents colour-coded; my T-shirts were folded to 
stand in serried, vertical ranks; and my saucepan 
carousel spun freely for the first time since its instal- 
lation. Every time I opened a drawer, I got a little 
thrill of pleasure and pride. 

The best bit about clutter-clearing, of course, is 
that it then allows you a compensatory splurge to 
All in the gaps. Swapping to The Happiness Project by 
Gretchen Rubin (this became something of a bible 
to me) , I tried to override my natural parsimonious- 
ness to ‘spend out’ - investing in gorgeous new 
pyjamas, for instance, to replace the faded pairs I’d 
thrown out; swapping the ordinary bathroom soap 
for giant verbena-scented bars guaranteed to please 
me every time I washed my hands; and giving the 
rather hard, bobbly towels to the vet and buying a whole pile of 
cushiony new ones with satin trims. Of course, I invested in a new 
coffee pot: sage-green, to match the kitchen units. 

It was reassuring to discover that I wasn’t actually doing every- 
thing wrong. For instance, a close friend and I have developed a 
habit that I had hitherto considered entirely self-indulgent. Every 
morning, we go for a four-mile walk down a canal towpath, sipping 
takeaway coffee as we chat. Sometimes, therefore, I don’t get to my 
desk until 10am. 

But by simultaneously exercising out of doors and socialising, 
according to the scientists, I was increasing my energy and sero- 
tonin levels, and decreasing levels of stress and tension with 


maximum efficiency. So I stopped apologising 
for starting my day a little later than most. 

On the other hand, my attempts to use posi- 
tive psychology to improve my mood proved 
less successful. One website, for instance, 
offered a happiness-boosting game, in which 
you were required to shoot down balloons 
bearing negative messages. Not being good at 
computer games, my failure rate was depress- 
ingly high, and those negative messages stayed 
in my thoughts. Meditating daily, but only for 10 
minutes at a time, was sometimes transformative in its effects, and 
sometimes an irritating addition to an already overburdened day. 
Smiling and pretending to be happy when I wasn’t, another well- 
attested technique, seemed similarly jarring to me. The insincerity 
of it all bothered me much more than my usual levels of gloom. 

My husband felt the same: after a week in which, without telling 
him what I was doing, I tried to refrain from any criticism and bite 
back snappish retorts, and to kiss him every morning and night, he 
announced that I was no fun any more and demanded the return of 
the domestic tyrant he loved - an enormous relief 

Six months later, I have spent time, effort and quite a lot of 
money, but am I any happier.? On balance, I think I am. Edith 
Wharton and I have diverged. For me, there is a sense in the quest 
for bliss, and I have stopped feeling guilty about the selflshness of 
looking for it. 

Moreover, during the past few months I have become much more 
aware of what really does make me happy (Bikram yoga, music 
festivals, holidaying with friends), as opposed to what I believe 
ought to do so. Quite often, it’s humdrum domesticity, such as an 
evening pairing socks in front of Poirot, or simply getting eight hours’ 
sleep between my own ironed sheets, that can transform my mood. 

I’m not there yet, but I have begun to think that the secret of 
happiness resides truly in the Delphic maxim, ‘Know thyself’.

on the discovery of hope 


I ^ ike anyone who has ever lost someone 
they love, I know that happiness is not a right, and it can be 
shattered in less than a second, without warning or 

clear rationale. But this knowledge does 
not mean that I have become pessimistic about life. Rather, I’ve come 
to understand that happiness, when it alights, should be cherished 
and enjoyed - although the woman who taught me this profound 
lesson is also someone who suffered terribly: my sister Ruth, who 
died of breast cancer in 1997, at the age of 33. 

At the time of her death, her twins had only just celebrated their 
second birthday, and it seemed unbearably sad that Ruth would not 
see them grow up, and that her beloved babies were unlikely to 
remember their mother. But grief can be a savage, selfish emotion, 
and mine was, at heart, an expression of my own sense of loss, in 
mourning the beloved sister who had also been my closest friend and 
ally. Yet loss need not obliterate love; for there is not a day that goes 
by without me remembering Ruth’s laughter, her swift wit and intel- 
ligence and her joyous appreciation of the world around her. 

What can I tell you about my sister now.? I still write for her - she 
is the reader inside my head; the strong, emboldened woman who 
loved fashion as well as feminism. She does not necessarily speak to 
me, but I hope that I can speak for what she believed in: including a 
wider sense of sisterhood. Her wisdom continues to hold true (when 
someone asked her if she thought, ‘Why me.?’ in response to her 
diagnosis with terminal cancer, she replied, ‘Why not me.?’). And 
the love I feel for Ruth has never lessened; nor does the love she 
gave me in life diminish with her death. Her life shaped mine, and 
continues to do so; our love always holds true. 

I also feel her presence in day-to-day pleasures. My sister had a 
talent for delight - in a new red lipstick, a freshly baked chocolate 
cake, the scent of lavender in the garden, or a vase of home-grown 



sweet-peas - as well as treasuring her profound relationships with 
family and friends. And so when I think about her now, it tends to be 
the shared happiness that I remember best, rather than the horror of 
her untimely death that haunted me in the months after her funeral. 

Since writing about Ruth and that strange, indefinable yet 
powerful relationship between the living and the dead (in my book 
If the Spirit Moves You, which was first published in 2001), I have 
encountered legions of readers, with their own stories of bereave- 
ment. And what strikes me when we talk is the communality, for love 
and loss are inextricably woven together; shared experiences that 
are threaded through all our lives. One consequence is the risk 
that we might choose to remain in a state of constant fear lest those 
we hold dearest disappear, whether through death or divorce or 
some other disaster. 

As it happens, my first marriage ended in divorce, and while that 
seemed to be a catastrophe at the time, unhappy endings can some- 
times evolve into unexpected beginnings. And so it was that the

shadow of heartbreak lifted from my life, as the 
warmth of new-found love took hold. In the 
summer of 2012 - almost 15 years after Ruth’s 
death - her daughter Lola was bridesmaid at my 
second wedding; and in Lola’s beautiful face, I 
could see a reflection of my sister’s smile. 

All of which makes me feel very lucky, and 
blessed to have been given another chance to find happiness; but I 
never, ever take it for granted. Indeed, as the years pass and my sons 
turn into men, I have become more aware of several truths. First, that 
as a mother, one’s children’s happiness is paramount (as the saying 
goes, ‘You can only be as happy as your unhappiest child’). At the 
same time, you must learn to accept the harsh reality that you cannot 
always protect them from harm or disappointment, however 
hard you might try. Second, the story of our lives is uncertain, unpre- 
dictable, sometimes chaotic and often surprising, which can be 
wonderful, as well as frightening. Third, if you are feeling lonely 


and heartbroken while you’re reading this - 
especially in the nightly witching hour, when all 
seems lost - then I promise, the darkness will 
turn to dawn again, and you are not alone. 
Fourth, if a cup of tea doesn’t help, try a gin 
and tonic with a friend. Finally, there are no 
conclusions; for life, with all of its sorrows and 
successes, is liable to be a circular process, despite our desire for 
linear progress. 

And so it is that I keep circling back towards my sister; while 
she stays youthful and undimmed in my memory, even as 
I grow older. Our past shines a light in this present, as I embrace 
the moment, right here, right now, in the knowledge that the future 
remains unknown. . .

In 1931, the year this story was first published, Nancy Mitford 
wrote to a friend about her inconclusive relationship with a 
debs’ delight called Hamish St Clair Erskine: ‘Hamish has 
come back and it is all too frightful, we met at a party & of 
course it began all over again.’ She finishes her letter 
with dark insouciance and all her inimitable style: ‘I must say 
I do go to awful sorts of parties . . . but if one can’t be happy one 
must be amused don’t you agree?’ 

As Charlotte Mosley, a niece by marriage of the writer 
and an expert on her work, says, in ‘The Refuge’ we have 
‘all the ingredients of Nancy’s world in their embryo. The 
teasing, the wit... She’s romantic, yes, but also clear-eyed 
about love. The enthusiasm for the French has crept in already, 
and there isn’t a word out of place’. 

Mitford ’s appeal is easy to explain for, as Mosley says: ‘She 
makes us laugh, and nobody can resist that. The world 
she creates is one we’d all like to live in. And her combination 
of elegance, insolence and wit is irresistible and rare.’ 

Astonishingly for a novelist whose every word has 
been pored over, loved and reprinted endlessly, this short 
story for Bazaar hasn’t been seen for almost a century and 
had been forgotten, even by her family, as Mosley explains: 
‘At the time, she was hanging around at home in Rutland Gate 
Mews in London, not married, which for a girl of her age [26] 
at that period meant she was on the shelf, teasing her younger 
sisters and developing her writing. . . It’s wonderful to see. It’s 
absolutely wonderful.’ 

But such pleasures are rare and, outside the Bazaar archive, 
Mosley says, ‘I doubt there’s any other treasure-trove.’

First of all you wouldn’t get in, 
and secondly the chief reason 
poor Papa was binned up was 
that he couldn’t see any young 
man who might take a fancy to 
me without wanting to kill 
him. He used to rush at them 
with an open clasp knife. It was 
so awkward; you know how I 
hate that sort of scene.’ 

‘My poor darling,’ said 
Giles, holding her hand under 
the table. 

‘I know. You wouldn’t 
believe what I went through 
the year before last when I 
wanted to marry Bill. No, don’t, 
that hurts. I shan’t let you hold 
my hand if you won’t behave. 
You know quite well how 
thankful I am now that I didn’t marry him, but I adored him then 
and, talk of the devil, there he is, d’you see, with his pie-faced wife. 
Only think he might have had me instead (oh, yes, he might), and 
he would have if Papa hadn’t jolly nearly killed him outright, poor 
little sweet. Anyway, I expect I shall see you here with your pie-faced 
wife in a few years’ time.’ 

‘Yes, in a looking-glass you probably will.’ 

‘Very quick of you, darling, but don’t think I’m going to marry you 
on what you can earn, because I won’t, although I know how clever 
it is of you to make so much at your little tiny age and all. But it would 
hardly keep me in hats, you know, not to mention taxis and things 
like soap. So let’s forget about all these worries and go for a walk 
in our own special park, shall we.? I expect some sort of a miracle 
will happen quite soon, and anyhow it’s pointless to make ourselves 
miserable on a lovely day like this.’ 

Which was the invariable ending to all such conversations 
between Giles and Josephine; only this time Giles had, unbeknown 
to Josephine, arrived at a decision. 

Lord Cowslip was incarcerated in a special lunatic asylum for 


L ady Josephine Severall was one 
of those girls whom the writers 
of gossip paragraphs often describe as ‘a 
beautiful and popular member of 
Society’s younger brigade’ or ‘a beautiful 
and popular leader of Society’s younger 
set.’ Unlike many of the girls thus 
described she happened in fact to be 
both beautiful and popular, so beautiful 
that many people who knew her quite 
well did not remember the colour of her 
hair because they had never got beyond 
looking at her enchanting face, and so 
popular that since she came out there 
had never been a day when she had, 
unless for preference, eaten lunch or 
dinner alone. In addition to this she was 
rich beyond, or almost beyond, the 
dreams of avarice. 

This heavenly creature had, impos- 
sible as it may seem, a male counterpart. Giles Stanworth was the 
most talented, best looking young man in London, charming and 
ambitious. But poor. 

All their friends foretold that these two, once having met, would 
fall madly in love with each other, and of course this is exactly 
what happened. For a whole London season they did everything 
in each other’s company, and wherever Giles appeared it was certain 
that a little later, or perhaps even much later, for she was often 
late, but inevitably, Josephine would appear also. They would then 
be as though shut away by invisible walls from the people round 
them, with eyes and ears for only each other. Once this had begun 
it seemed so natural as hardly to require comment (although need- 
less to say there was comment in plenty) and people accepted it as 
such, only vaguely surprised that the situation thus created did 
not in any way develop. Month succeeded month and no engage- 
ment was announced, no marriage was arranged. London began 
to ask itself why. 

‘My darling,’ said Josephine to Giles - they were lunching as they 
always did at the Ritz, and Giles had been saying as he always did 
how much he would like to marryjosephine - ‘My darling, so would 
I like it. There’s nothing I want so much, even though I don’t suppose 
for a moment that we shall go on loving each other like this, or have 
half the fun we do now. Still, as you say, it’s a question eventually 
between marriage and separation, an alternative I don’t personally 
care to face. But my angel, we’ve had this conversation a hundred 
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peers only, known by its founder’s express wish, as The Refuge. It 
was built in the year 1869 by the wealthy Miss Charlotte Richmond, 
daughter of an Anglican bishop, as a home for ageing and mentally 
infirm peers, and is to-day an example of that truism ‘the poor 
are always good to one another,’ by being largely supported by the 
proceeds from a box for tinfoil in the library of the House of Lords, 
and the Barlton Club’s annual jumble sale. 

‘If,’ wrote Miss Richmond to Queen Victoria when submitting 
her scheme for the Royal approval, ‘If I can feel that by these means 
I have brought peace, happiness and greater self respect to even two 
or three of these poor good old men (who, having served their 
country to the limit of their capability, should never be allowed to 
perish in a common madhouse) I feel that 
I shall not have lived in vain. 

‘Besides, who can foresee in what posi- 
tion the peerage may not find itself during 
the years that are to come.? It is not I hope 
probable, but not beyond the bounds of 
possibility, that many ageing noblemen in 
the future may be only too glad to avail 
themselves of the shelter and peculiar 
privileges which The Refuge will afford.’ 

Queen Victoria, while deprecating 
these gloomy prophecies, nevertheless 
heartily applauded the scheme. In its early 
days The Refuge had only five occupants, 
but from these modest beginnings quickly 
sprang one of the most thriving asylums in 
the country. Miss Richmond’s forebodings have proved only too 
well founded. More and more peers, feeling that their position 
becomes daily less tolerable, retire behind those Gothic walls and 
there, living in an almost exact replica of the House they know 
and love so well, are able to indulge in their personal idiosyncrasies 
far from the mocking and madding crowd, far, above all, from even 
the faintest repercussions of the Labour Party’s latest devilry. Such 
peers do not need to be certified insane. Miss Richmond (with the 
full support of her Royal Patroness) having judged that such a 
ceremony would be extremely injurious to their burgeoning self- 
respect, had obtained licence from the authorities to dispense with 
it. Thus Lord Cowslip and his companions, unlike the occupants of 
other such institutions, were at perfect liberty to dispose of their 
property, if any, as and how they pleased. 

By the rules of its foundation no one but a peer may enter The 
Refuge (save in an official or menial capacity) except on the stated 
visitors’ days, which are as follows: Sunday, peeresses, Monday, 
eldest sons of peers, Tuesday, younger sons, Wednesday, married 
daughters, Thursday, unmarried daughters (who may also visit with 
their mammas on Sunday until they have been presented at Court), 
Friday, wives of sons and husbands of daughters, and Saturday, the 
Primate and the Master of the Rolls. It will therefore be seen that 


Giles Stanworth, being neither an eldest nor a younger son nor as yet 
a daughter’s husband of any of these distinguished lunatics, was 
faced with almost insuperable difficulties, not to mention the danger 
of receiving an open clasp-knife in the back, before he could in 
person demand of Lord Cowslip the hand of his only child. 

Love, however, when lodging in the bosom of a determined

Edie Campbell believes ‘the power of 
transformation should never be underes- 
timated’.

have a simple approach to 
holiday beauty packing: the 
more the better.

to Positano to stay in its now-legendary Le Sirenuse hotel.

i T early always when you find a place as beautiful as 
Positano, your impulse is to conceal it,’ wrote John 
_L 1 Steinbeck in the May 1953 issue of Harpers Bazaar At 
that point, the American author was at the height of his fame - East 
of Eden had been published the previous year, and The Grapes of 
Wrath was already part of the literary canon 
- and so his widely read article in Bazaar 
drew immediate attention to this small 
town on the Amalfi Coast. Yet for the 
reasons that Steinbeck himself identified at 
the time, Positano has remained as appealing 
as it was when he first visited, protected by 
its extraordinary position on the precipitous 
hillsides above the bay, where there is no 
space to build tourist resorts, car parks or 
new roads. 

‘Positano bites deep,’ observed Steinbeck 
in Bazaar. ‘It is a dream place that isn’t 
quite real when you are there and becomes 
beckoningly real after you have gone. Its houses climb a hill so 
steep it would be a cliff except that stairs are cut in it. . . The small 
curving bay of unbelievably blue and 
green water lips gently on a beach of 
small pebbles. There is only one narrow 
street and it does not come down to the 
water. Everything else is stairs, some of 
them as steep as ladders. You do not walk 


to visit a friend, you either climb or slide.’ 
This description still holds true today; 
and the hotel where Steinbeck stayed, Le Sirenuse, remains at the 
heart of Positano, as alluring as its name suggests. In every bedroom, 
there is an elegantly bound copy of Steinbeck’s essay, along with 
another small book, entitled A Journey to Positano, its pages blank, 
inviting each guest to write their own story. Much is unchanged 
since Steinbeck’s day, when he and his wife were enchanted by ‘an 
old family house converted into a first class hotel, spotless and cool, 
with grape arbors over its outside dining rooms. Every room has its 
own little balcony and looks out over the blue sea to the islands of 
the sirens from which those ladies sang so sweetly.’ 

Now, as then, Le Sirenuse is owned by an aristo- 
cratic Neapolitan family, the Sersales, who converted 
their 18th-century summer home into a hotel in 1951. 

When Steinbeck visited, it was supervised by Mar- 
chese Paolo Sersale, at that time the mayor of 
Positano, and a connoisseur of antiques and paintings, 
whose collection of heirlooms continues to give the 
hotel its remarkable charm and character. Since then, 

Paolo’s nephew, Antonio Sersale, has taken over from 
his father Franco, who died injanuary this year. Franco’s 
photographs of his journeys around the world - to 
Ethiopia, Papua New Guinea, Tibet and Afghanistan - add another 
element of interest to the distinguished family portraits that hang 
on the walls (one of the venerable Sersale ancestors was a cardinal; 
another a sea-faring nobleman of the 16th century). Meanwhile,

Antonio and his wife Carla (who is 
also responsible for the hotel’s stylish 
boutique) are adding to the eclectic 
collection with contemporary pieces, 
including a new work by the Turner 
Prize-winning artist Martin Creed that 
will be installed later this year. 

The overall effect is beguiling, as 
though one were staying with remark- 
ably hospitable friends with exquisite good taste, supremely high 
standards of housekeeping, excellent staff and a Michelin-starred 
chef The guest rooms are beautifully decorated with antique furni- 
ture and original pictures; the modernised bathrooms are luxurious 
and the beds wonderfully comfortable, made up with fresh white 
linen. Indeed, such is the pleasure to be had sitting on a balcony 
outside one’s bedroom, admiring the view over the rooftops of 
Positano, or lounging beside the pool, lulled by the scent of lemon 
trees, roses and bougainvillea, that it is tempting not to stray beyond 
Le Sirenuse. But that would be a pity, for Positano is a place that calls 
to be explored on foot, and with enough 
time to enjoy getting lost within its laby- 
rinthine maze of pathways. 

True, all the steps seem to lead down 
to the same destination - the beach and 
harbour, where boats will take you to 
Capri, passing the archipelago of tiny 
islands known as Li Galli or Le Sirenuse, 
after the mythical sirens who were said 
to reside there. But the stone steps that

circle upwards into the mountains are equally enthralling, leading 
to a trail known as the Path of the Gods. A steep flight of stairs, just 
across the road from the hotel, takes you to a small, whitewashed 
chapel, surrounded by the town’s peaceful cemetery, where dozens 
of graves are arrayed in stone terraces overlooking the sea. If you 
choose, as I did, to continue climbing upwards, the path leads past a 
series of walled gardens fllled with citrus 
blossom and lovingly tended vegetable 
patches. Hundreds of steps onwards, the 
village houses give way to olive groves, 
planted on the precipitous hillsides; and 
every time I thought I’d reached the 
summit, yet another flight of steps would 
appear. An hour later, I was still climbing, 
and the air was sweet and cool, high in the 
mountains above Positano. 

I encountered only one other person on 
this long walk - a local man, carrying a 
wooden pallet of lettuces from his garden 
- and he smiled and nodded, but did not 

stop his swift descent down towards the town. Such was the dream- 
like sense of timelessness, the clouds wreathing the mountain peaks 
above me, the blue sea below, unmarked by any sign of modernity, 
that I half expected to see the shadow of a Roman god - Bacchus or 
Mercury, perhaps - disappearing just out of sight, into the shade of 
ancient oaks and flg-trees. But instead, there 
were only the tiny, darting lizards, and white 
butterflies, always ahead of me, fluttering in 
a gentle breeze. 

Each time I stopped to catch my breath, 
there was another impressive panorama to 
admire; and a faint otherworldliness, as the 
light shimmered between the sky and 
the ocean. If a faint echo of a siren’s song 
had drifted upwards from the islands below, 

I wouldn’t have been entirely surprised; 
instead, there was the gentle call of chiming 
church bells in Positano, and the promise 
of a long, cold drink on a peaceful terrace 
at Le Sirenuse. . . □

HOW BAZAAR 


Fashion and technology have always 
been intertwined and have always sus- 
tained each other. Innovation and the 
search for the new are, after all, at 
the heart of both industries. Thus, the 
August 2015 issue of Harpers Bazaar is by no means the first to 
feature a telephone on the cover, nor the first to celebrate how we 
communicate and how that evolves. When you are seeking to 
convey immediacy and modernity, why not reach, as Avedon did for 
this December 1958 issue, for a handset.? The future here is conveyed 
by the brightness of the colours and the graphic sharpness of the 
image. There is luxury too, of course, in the dazzling Cartier ring, 
Lautrec-orange lipstick and fuchsia nail varnish that balance the 
hard blackness of the Bell System mouthpiece at the centre of 
the photograph. The words, full of wit and espieglerie, have more 
than a touch of Diana Vreeland’s inimitable, extravagant ‘Why don’t 


you....?’ column; but their positioning 
owes everything to the influence of 
Bazaars celebrated art director, Alexey 
Brodovitch, who worked on the maga- 
zine from 1934 to 1958. As a rule, he was 
only too ready to sacrifice attention-grabbing cover lines to the 
purity and beauty of white space with as few words as possible. 
Nonetheless, we do get a glimpse of what this particular 1950s 
Bazaar hostess was concerned about - and these matters seem 
far from present-day preoccupations (locating a suitable reindeer; 
assembling a sufficiently large house party; and whether George’s 
Santa resembled a Shakesperean tragic hero). However, her sense 
of the ridiculous, the brevity of expression and scatter-gun shifts of 
subject matter are all very reminiscent of our Twitter-led, Snapchat 
conversations of today. How comforting that, in a frenetic world, 
some things never change.
